7  October  2015  Update 


When  I  left  oft  with  you  last  month,  1  was  at  the  Long  Beach  show  looking  forward  to  selling  a  couple  of  big  coins,  then  the  arrival  of  a  large  coin  estate  at  my  office  the  following 
Monday  morning.  The  two  big  coins  brought  a  little  over  $70,000  each,  which  was  good  for  both  the  buyer  and  seller.  While  sitting  in  my  hotel  suite  (Starwood  Lifetime  Platinum 
status  definitely  has  its  rewards!)  waiting  for  Janet  Yellen  and  the  Fed  to  announce  an  increase  in  interest  rates  (or  not),  a  client  back  home  called  and  ordered  a  sealed  case  of  Gold 
Maples.  Gold  was  then  trading  at  $1,1 19,  just  below  the  50-day  moving  average,  and  all  the  markets  were  as  if  frozen  in  time  -  waiting  for  the  big  press  conference.  The  Fed  chairperson 
blinked  -  there  was  no  increase  in  rates  -  and  gold  shot  higher  in  an  instant.  Yes!  With  gold  trading  today  at  $1,150,  my  smart  client  is  looking  good.  Now  the  talk  has  changed  from 
ZIRP  to  NIRP  (a  negative  interest  rate  policy),  which  should  go  over  real  well  with  those  who  still  keep  large  sums  in  bank  accounts  and  CDs  earning  virtually  nothing.  Imagine  the 
bank  charging  you  for  the  privilege  of  storing  your  hard  earned  savings  with  them  and  having  your  balances  declining  every  month  or  quarter!  It  is  happening  now  in  Europe,  and 
many  say  the  USA  is  next.  Who  dreams  this  stuff  up?  Just  before  leaving  Long  Beach,  I  managed  to  be  the  high  bidder  on  a  FNB  of  Silver  Creek,  NY  serial  #1  small  size  $10  PCGS  64 
PPQ  for  my  personal  collection.  Yes! 

My  greatly  anticipated  arrival  of  over  100  suitcases,  briefcases  and  cartons  of  coins  (and  tokens)  from  Nebraska  came  right  on  schedule  the  next  Monday  morning.  1  hired  a  couple 
of  friends  to  help  me  move  everything  from  the  parking  lot  up  into  my  office.  One  of  the  men  had  helped  me  back  in  2009  with  the  21,297-pound  SECRET  COIN  HOARD 
that  we  had  so  much  fun  selling  over  the  next  six  months.  At  2,900-pounds,  this  deal  seems  more  like  a  walk  in  the  park!  Hundreds  of  pounds  of  U.S.  coins  have  already  been  sold 
and  shipped.  Much  of  the  silver-related  material  will  be  shipped  to  Hawaii  for  sale  at  my  booth  at  the  Waikiki  Convention  Center  at  the  end  of  October  -  a  show  I  always  enjoy  dealing 
at  since  my  first  table  there  in  1993.  The  premiums  on  all  things  silver  (from  Silver  Eagles  to  silver  dollars  to  US90)  have  been  on  a  tear  since  mid-summer.  All  the  talk  has  been  about 
the  surging  premiums,  the  disappearing  inventory  and  the  up-to-December  scheduled  delivery  dates.  Hmm.  Sure  sounds  a  lot  like  late  2008  to  me. 

The  thousands  of  Canadian  coins  in  the  above  estate  are  scheduled  for  sale  in  early  November,  just  prior  to  and  at  the  Baltimore  show  where  I  also  have  a  table.  And  that  leaves  me  with 
just  one  major  segment,  and  it  is  a  big  one.  About  half  of  the  above  attache  cases  consist  of  Merchant  and  Transportation  Tokens,  most  from  the  state  of  Nebraska.  Most  everything 
is  all  2x2d  up,  labeled  beautifully  with  a  printing  machine,  and  meticulously  organized.  This  lot  was  a  dealers  entire  stock  of  specialized  tokens  and  nothing  has  been  removed  (com¬ 
mon  or  rare).  I  will  be  looking  for  one  qualified  buyer  to  purchase  this  entire  segment  intact.  It  is  a  great  opportunity  for  someone  in  the  mid-west  to  stock  up  on  a  once-in-a-lifetime 
hoard  If  you  know  someone  who  might  be  interested  in  purchasing  this  formidable  lot,  please  ask  them  to  contact  me  today.

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INSIDE  THE  GRADING  ROOM

Counterfeits,  counterfeits,  counterfeits!  A  never-ending  supply  of  bogus  items  seems  to  show  up  in 
the  grading  rooms  of  the  major  services  on  a  regular  basis. 

Scarce,  key  date  coins  often  are  seen  with  altered  dates  or  added  mint  marks.  Most  dealers  and  ex¬ 
perienced  collectors  check  these  items  VERY  carefully.  Knowing  this,  some  counterfeiters  have  ap¬ 
plied  their  nefarious  skills  on  issues  that  are  NOT  perceived  as  particularly  scarce. 

The  1937-D  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar  is  such  an  example.  An  AU-58  '37-D  half  crossed  my  desk  a 
few  weeks  ago.  My  examination  with  a  7X  loupe  revealed  that  the  D  was  not  quite  the  right  shape  for 
this  date.  Also,  the  color  of  the  D  was  different  from  the  color  of  the  metal  surrounding  the  mint  mark. 
Thus,  all  of  the  ICG  graders  who  saw  this  coin  concluded  that  it  was  an  added  mint  mark. 

LESSON  TO  BE  LEARNED:  Don't  assume  that  any  coin  is  genuine  just  because  it  happens  to  be  a 
fairly  common  issue.  If  the  "bad  guys"  will  counterfeit  a  1921  Morgan  dollar  (I've  seen  hundreds), 
they'll  certainly  produce  bogus  examples  of  1937-D  halves! 

NEXT  UP,  a  question  to  the  grading  room.  "How  can  I  tell  if  a  coin  has  been  cleaned?"  That  question 
certainly  is  one  of  the  most  frequently  asked  questions  we  receive. 

FIRST,  I  recommend  that  beginners  look  at  professionally  slabbed  coins  in  the  series  they  plan  to  col¬ 
lect.  Attend  as  many  coin  shows  as  you  can  and  study  the  overall  appearance  of  both  circulated  and 
uncirculated  coins  in  the  slabs  of  the  major  grading  services.  Then,  purchase  an  inexpensive  circulated 
example  from  the  same  series.  Potential  dollar  collectors  may  buy  a  Fine  to  Very  Fine  1921  Morgan 
dollar.  Then  clean  this  low  value  coin  with  an  abrasive.  See  the  difference  between  a  slabbed  straight 
graded  coin  and  your  cleaned  coin?  If  not,  you  may  need  to  make  an  appointment  with  your  vision 
specialist. 

Buying  a  grading  guide  will  help  you.  I  prefer  COIN  WORLD'S  "MAKING  THE  GRADE.”  Talking  grad¬ 
ing  to  veteran  collectors  at  your  local  coin  club  will  help  you.  Taking  the  ANA'sgrading  course  will  help 
you.  Having  a  top-quality  loupe  will  help  you.  And  good  lighting  will  also  be  a  big  help  when  examining 
a  coin. 

Truth  be  told,  there  are  NO  SHORT  CUTS  to  mastering  the  art  of  grading.  Be  prepared  to  spend 
years  learning  the  nuances  of  grading  different  dates  in  the  same  series.  And  DON'T  spend  big  bucks 
on  a  raw  (uncertified)  scarce  date  item  UNTIL  you  feel  fully  confident  in  your  grading  skills.  A  little  pa¬ 
tience,  and  a  little  more  study,  could  save  you  a  LOT  OF  MONEY!  When  in  doubt,  check  with  an  ex¬ 
pert.  ICG  regularly  offers  free  verbal  opinions  at  coins  shows  regarding  grade  and  authenticity.

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Summer  Seminar:  Round  IV

FUN  YN  Scholarship  Winner 

For  the  past  four  years,  the  end  of  June  has  been  synonymous  with  one  thing-  the  ANA’s  Summer  Seminar,  a.k.a. 
coin  camp.  Luckily  for  me  I  was  awarded  two  more  scholarships  to  attend  this  year  -  one  from  the  ANA  and  the  other 
from  FUN,  giving  me  a  running  total  of  seven  scholarships  out  of  the  eight  sessions  I  have  attended.  I  am  very 
grateful  for  this.  Now  let’s  get  on  with  the  recap.  I  flew  out  on  June  20th,  from  Grand  Rapids  International  Airport, 
where  for  the  fourth  year  in  a  row  I  was  stopped  for  having  coins  in  my  carry-on  bag,  just  a  minor  formality  but  still 
annoys  me  a  bit.  My  flight  to  Denver  went  off  without  a  hitch  but  unlucky  for  me,  my  flight  landed  in  Gate  B-13  and 
my  connection  into  Colorado  Springs  was  at  B-93,  so  I  had  to  hoof  it  from  the  last  gate  on  one  end  of  the  terminal  to 
the  last  gate  on  the  other  side.  A  recent  USA  Today  article  said  the  walk  is  3,300  feet.  At  least  with  a  two  -  hour 
layover  I  could  take  my  time  and  stop  at  my  favorite  Starbucks  which  serves  to  split  the  terminal  into  two  halves. 
After  a  quick  flight  which  I  timed  at  being  in  the  air  for  just  over  fifteen  minutes,  I  was  in  Colorado  Springs  where  I 
met  Tiny  and  was  directed  to  the  next  shuttle  to  Colorado  College.

The  next  day  things  really  got  started.  David  McCarthy  from  Kagins  brought  most  of  his  inventory  so  my  class  was 
spoiled  looking  at  some  really  amazing  coins  including  the  finest  known  Baldwin  and  Co.  $20  Territorial  Gold  Piece 
and  a  few  coins  from  the  illustrious  Pogue  Collection.  The  rest  of  the  session  went  off  without  a  hitch  and  I  felt  my 
“line”  in  terms  of  grading  became  much  more  dialed  in.  The  YN  Benefit  Auction  raised  somewhere  around  the  $15,000 
mark  which  I  felt  was  very  reasonable  for  what  the  YN’s  had  gotten  in  terms  of  consignments.  The  best  thing  I  heard 
all  week  goes  to  my  Grading  II  instructor  John  Schuch  for  a  response  to  one  of  my  comments.  I  said  “I  thought  we 
should  go  with  our  gut.”  He  responded,  “You’re  right  Blinky,  but  I  have  to  teach  your  gut  before  you  can  trust  it.” 

Before  Session  Two  could  begin  we  had  the  rousing  closing  ceremonies  hosted  once  again  by  Don  Bonser. 
Don,  as  always,  did  a  wonderful  job.  We  had  the  always  lively  Colorado  Springs  Coin  Show,  where  I  spent  far  too 
much  money  and  other  assorted  activities  that  I  and  my  friends  would  partake  of  on  our  couple  of  off  days.  We  at¬ 
tended  the  open  ice  skating  at  Colorado  College.  Thankfully  I  didn’t  fall  this  time  and  because  of  my  roots  of  being 
a  Michigander  and  growing  up  ice  skating  all  of  my  friends  from  Florida  proceeded  to  call  me  a  showoff,  all  the  while 
my  good  friend  CJ  decided  to  once  again  sit  out  on  ice  skating  and  spectate  from  the  bleachers.  I  gave  him  quite  a 
bit  of  grief  for  this. 

The  second  session  began  and  I  found  myself  in  a  class  called  “Pleasure  and  Profit:  100  Lessons  for  Building  and 
Selling  a  Rare  Coin  Collection”  taught  by  Bob  Shippee  and  Ken  Bressett.  This  class  was  different  from  any  I  have 
ever  taken  at  Summer  Seminar  in  that  it  consisted  of  lots  of  general  discussion  about  collecting  and  the  market.  At 
times  I  think  I  really  shocked  the  adults  in  class  in  terms  of  the  little  details  and  nuances  of  knowledge  I  knew  about 
the  rare  coin  market  and  third  party  grading.  All  in  all  I  learned  lots  about  the  auction  process  in  terms  of  consigning 
because  Executive  Director  of  Consignments  for  Stacks  Bowers  John  Pack  came  and  talked  with  us  about  the  whole 
procedure.  The  many  anecdotes  Ken  Bressett  shared  with  us  about  his  decades  of  experience  in  this  great  hobby 
were  truly  memorable,  which  included  hearing  about  the  Child  $  1804,  and  the  Eric  P.  Newman  Collection. 

After  another  $15,000  YN  Auction  and  rousing  closing  ceremony  capped  off  with  my  great  friend  and  mentor  Glenn 
Holsonbake  being  awarded  the  “Adult  Advisor  of  the  Year”  award  by  the  ANA,  it  was  once  again  an  “all-nighter”  in 
order  to  catch  the  4  a.m.  shuttle  to  the  airport  and  then  a  6  a.m.  flight  out  to  Denver.  I  made  it  through  surveillance 
after  once  again  being  stopped  for  having  coins.  I  got  on  my  plane  and  being  that  it  was  a  small  aircraft  I  had  to  sur¬ 
render  my  roller  bag,  only  I  had  stuffed  it  with  a  haul  of  auction  catalogues  I  picked  up  from  the  YN  Auction.  So  I  was 
promptly  yelled  at  by  a  flight  attendant  for  having  too  heavy  of  a  carry  on,  I  just  laughed  that  one  off.

This  reference  is  hardbound  and  contains 
405  pages.  The  37  topical  chapters  con¬ 
tain  354  pages  and  have  more  than  3200 
pieces  cataloged  with  their  price  ranges. 
The  reference  has  hundreds  of  illustrations 
(or  images)  which  are  in  vivid  color.  Many 
have  been  enlarged  for  better  viewing.  The 
Lincoln  metallic  examples  found  in  the 
book  cover  the  period  from  1 860  to  pres¬ 
ent.  A  conversion  guide  from  King  to  Cun¬ 
ningham  will  be  found  in  the  back  of  the 
reference. 

The  Foreword,  by  Clifford  Mishler,  gives 
an  important  overview,  analysis  and  im¬ 
portance  of  this  new  Cunningham  book. 
Cliff  mentions  that  the  author  had,  “the 
assistance  and  cooperation  of  nearly 
100  fellow  enthusiasts,  collectors  and 
experts  of  varying  degrees.”  He  ex¬ 
plained  that  Paul  Cunningham  didn’t 
just  assemble  information  ‘^standing  on 
the  shoulders  of  those  who  came  be¬ 
fore,”  but  he  “delved  into  every  nook  and 
cranny,”  to  find  material  for  this  refer¬ 
ence.

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In  Memoriam 

Myrna  Lighterman  1930  -  2015 

The  entire  numismatic  and  chip  collecting  organizations  were  extremely  sad¬ 
dened  to  hear  of  the  passing  of  Myrna  Lighterman  on  September  2,  2015  in  San¬ 
ford,  FL.  at  the  age  of  85.  Myrna  came  from  Springfield,  MA  to  Miami,  FL  many 
years  ago.  She  organized  the  first  geriatric  clinic  in  the  State  of  Florida.  She  met 
her  husband,  Irwin,  in  the  US  Virgin  islands  and  they  married  and  later  set  up  his 
medical  practice  in  Miami. 

She  was  the  first  female  computer  consultant  in  the  State  of  Florida  and  was  self- 
taught  in  repairing  microcomputers  in  the  1970’s.  Mark  and  Myrna  have  a  business 
card  that  has  a  company  name  Hmm  Corporation  and  a  phone  number.  We  asked 
Mark  what  that  card  was  all  about  and  what  Hmmm  Corporation  meant.  He  asked 
us  if  we  ever  had  a  problem  with  our  computer  and  thought  to  our-selves,  “Hmmm 
wonder  what  is  wrong?”  He  told  us  that  by  calling  that  number  he  or  his  mother 
could  fix  the  computer  problem.  Over  the  many  years  of  knowing  Mark  and  Myrna, 
we  came  to  believe  that  they  could  fix  any  computer  problem  any  one  had.  As  you 
already  read  above  about  Myrna’s  early  training  in  work  with  computers  Mark  also 
is  gifted  and  has  a  Master’s  Degree  in  Computer  Science. 

For  many  years  Myrna  has  been  an  ANA  National  Volunteer.  For  the  past  several  years  she  worked  in  the  Kids  Zone. 
ANA  Educational  Director  Rod  Gillis  also  worked  in  that  area.  Both  of  them  handled  the  many  kids  who  registered  for  the 
various  programs  ANA  had  for  them  at  the  show.  Early  in  the  show  at  the  past  WFOM  in  Chicago  Myrna  didn’t  feel  well 
and  went  back  to  her  hotel  room.  None  of  us  really  knew  how  sick  Myrna  was.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  WFOM  and  after 
her  son  Mark  had  finished  his  many  ANA  duties;  they  left  Rosemont  and  returned  to  Sanford,  FL.  It  wasn’t  long  after  re¬ 
turning  she  ended  up  in  the  hospital,  was  released  home  under  hospice  care  and  passed  away  on  September  2nd.  We 
were  out  of  the  country,  and  it  broke  our  heart  when  we  found  out  she  had  passed  away. 

Besides  the  ANA,  Myrna  worked  hard  for  the  Florida  United  Numismatists  while  Mark  served  on  their  Board  and  also 
as  President.  Over  the  past  decade  or  so  Myrna  also  was  the  mainstay  at  the  ANA  table  for  the  January  FUN  show. 

Myrna  also  assisted  at  the  ANA  table  at  the  Summer  FUN  show.  CONECA  was  also  an  important  part  of  her  life  and  she 

assisted  that  organization.  The  Casino  Chip  and  Gambling  Token  Collectors  also  benefited  from  Myrna’s  love  for  that  or¬ 
ganization  and  the  collecting  of  Chips.  She  co-authored  with  her  son  three  books  on  the  history  of  gambling  in  Florida. 
Myrna  was  the  shining  light  not  only  for  the  ANA,  but  the  other  organizations  mentioned.  She  was  an  ANA  National  Vol¬ 
unteer  who  was  always  the  first  to  arrive  and  the  last  to  leave.  She  worked  hard  and  diligently  for  the  ANA,  and  whether 
she  was  well  or  didn't  feel  well  always  had  a  smile  on  her  face.  FUN  Director  and  Convention  Coordinator  Cindy  Wibker 
wrote  regarding  Myrna:  “She  was  a  very  humble  person  who  didn't  talk  about  herself  or  boast  in  any  way.  I  loved  her  en¬ 
thusiasm  for  life  and  her  many  contributions  to  numismatics."  Brenda  Black  who  is  very  involved  in  Chip  Collecting  wrote 
to  us:  “Myrna  worked  with  me  at  registration  for  our  chip  convention  in  June  in  Las  Vegas.  She  did  tell  me  she  would  not 
be  returning  as  a  volunteer  next  year.  But,  she  and  I  had  that  discussion  the  last  few  years,  and  I  did  not  take  her  seriously. 

I  asked  her  what  she  would  do,  and  she  told  me  she  would  like  to  just  walk  around  the  convention  floor  and  talk  to  everyone. 
She  gave  everyone  that  smile.  This  year  for  the  first  time  ever  I  did  give  her  an  assistant.  I  only  did  that  because  I  had  a 
comparatively  new  volunteer  who  only  wanted  to  work  2  hours  on  the  first  day,  and  I  thought  Myrna  could  use  her  for  that 
short  time.  Well,  Myrna  loved  Susan,  and  she  told  me  not  to  let  her  go;  we  should  keep  her.” 

Whether  at  the  ANA  or  other  shows  Myrna  worked,  worked  and  did  more  work,  which  she  loved  to  do.  She  never  really 
got  much  of  a  chance  to  walk  around  the  convention  floor  and  talk  to  people  as  she  t.  If  she  did  every  coin  or  chip  dealer 
from  coast  to  coast  would  have  met  her  and  enjoyed  her  huge  smile  and  great  personality.  We  don’t  think  anyone  in  the 
world  would  have  heard  Myrna  say  anything  detrimental  to  anyone.  She  always  had  a  kind  greeting  and  the  huge  smile. 

Because  of  her  hard  work  for  the  ANA  as  a  National  Volunteer,  Myrna  received  several  awards  from  that  organization. 
In  January  2001  she  received  the  ANA  President’s  Award.  In  2008  she  received  their  Glenn  Smedley  Memorial  award, 
and  in  2012  the  Medal  of  Merit.  One  of  the  most  coveted  awards  anyone  can  be  a  recipient  of  is  the  Krause  Publications 
Numismatic  Ambassador  Award.  This  award  is  voted  on  by  past  recipients.  Myrna  was  honored  with  this  outstanding 
award  in  2008.  Myrna  never  did  anything  thinking  she  would  receive  an  award.  She  did  it  out  of  love  for  collecting  and  to 
help  coin  clubs  to  grow  and  be  successful.  She  would  give  you  the  shirt  off  her  back  if  you  needed  it.  Friends  of  Myrna 
are  contributing  to  a  full  page  ad  in  The  Numismatist  which  will  be  in  the  December,  2015  issue. 

Myrna  is  survived  by  her  son  Mark,  daughter  Sandy  and  two  grandsons  Adam  and  Zack,  along  with  a  cousin  Miriam 
Ludmer.  A  Celebration  of  Myrna’s  life  was  held  on  September  20,  at  1 :30pm  at  Temple  Beth  Israel  located  in  Sunrise,  FL. 
Myrna  will  not  only  be  missed  by  her  family  but  her  hundreds  of  friends  throughout  the  country.  Her  wide  smile,  friendliness, 
happy  disposition  and  exceptional  work  effort  will  always  be  remembered  by  us  as  well  as  her  family  and  many  friends. 
Rest  in  Peace  Myrna,  as  we  will  always  remember  you  and  treasure  the  things  we  did  in  the  past.

Dr.  Close  is  a  recognized  authority  on 
Peace  Dollar  varieties.  But  he  also  collects  varieties  in  other  series,  too.  Today,  he  will  tell  collectors  how  to  get  started 
in  variety  collecting,  which  books  to  buy,  and  which  techniques  will  help  the  new  variety  collector.  Time  permitting,  Dr. 
Close  will  take  questions  from  the  audience. 


Numismatic  Ambassador  Award  Update

The  Numismatic  Ambassador  Award  started  in  1974  by  Cliff  Mishler  of  Krause  Publications. 
The  award  is  given  to  unsung  heroes  at  the  grassroots  level  of  collecting,  as  well  as  na¬ 
tionally  known  numismatists.  The  award  was  sponsored  by  Numismatic  News  through  2014 
when  Dave  Harper  announced  that  the  program  would  be  terminated.  After  several  months 
of  discussions  with  numismatic  organizations,  FUN  agreed  to  sponsor  the  program. 


So,  January  8th,  2016  a  new  group  of  ambassadors  will  be  announced  during  the  awards  breakfast,  at  the 
FUN  show  in  Tampa,  FL  by  Cliff  Mishler  &  Dave  Harper. 

An  ambassador  can  be  nominated  by  anyone.  Once  we  have  all  of  the  nominees  (30-35),  the  names  and  bi¬ 
ographies  are  sent  to  current  ambassadors  for  a  vote.  The  Ambassadors  vote  for  1  to  5  nominees,  then  the  top 
5  vote  getters  are  awarded  the  Numismatic  Ambassador  Award  in  January.  They  each  receive  a  plaque  and  a 
lapel  pin. 

There  are  currently  221  Ambassadors  alive  of  the  370  or  so  Numismatic  Ambassadors.  In  1 974,  1 3  Ambassa¬ 
dors  were  chosen.  Then  over  the  next  25  years,  an  average  of  10  were  chosen  every  year.  Today  we  choose 
5  per  year.

Last  year's  COTY  winner  was  a  50-euro  gold  coin  issued  by  the  Austrian  Mint  honoring  Gustav  Klimt's  life  and  his 
painting  of  "The  Expectation." 

Past  winners  of  the  Coin  of  the  Year  Awards  are  highlighted  in  Coin  of  the  Year:  Celebrating  Three  Decades  of  the 
Best  in  Coin  Design  and  Craftsmanship  by  Donald  Scarinci,  a  recent  release  by  Krause  Publications.  This  1 44  page, 
hardcover  book  features  high  quality,  color  images  of  past  winning  coins  along  with  detailed  collector  information  and 
back  story,  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  awards  and  the  coins  honored.

Collecting  Old  Chips, 
and  a  Short  History  of  American  Gaming

Chip  collecting  you  say?  What  kind  of  chips:  potato,  chocolate,  cow?  No,  we  are  talking  about  small  unique  pieces  of  art 
created  to  be  used  as  money  in  casinos.  Gaming  chips  are  also  known  as  cheques,  or  in  house  script.  They  are  made  of 
a  secret  clay,  resin,  plastic  mix  depending  on  which  company  made  them.  Chips  are  exchanged  for  money  so  you  can 
feel  distanced  psychologically  from  your  cash  in  casinos  all  over  the  World. 

Gambling  has  been  around  for  thousands  of  years,  but  the  casino  chips  have  only  been  used 
for  about  a  century  and  a  half.  In  the  distant  past,  Indians  made  chips  out  of  bone.  In  other 
cases,  gamblers  used  whatever  was  available  and  often  would  smash  buttons  or  coins  into 
chips.  I  recently  excavated  an  example  of  a  civil  war  button  with  part  of  the  loop  smashed  in 
and  I  feel  this  was  made  as  a  gaming  marker.  Chips 
made  of  Ivory  were  mostly  used  on  American  river- 
boats.  However,  unlike  the  casino  chips  of  today,  these 
often  had  a  denomination  only,  or  a  simple  design.  Only 
the  biggest,  most  exclusive  boats  had  their  names  on  the 
chips  starting  around  the  1850’s  to  the  Civil  War  years. 

In  other  countries  they  would  use  porcelain  and  mother- 
of-pearl  with  designs  carved  into  the  chips. 

When  gambling  caught  on  in  the  1870’s  and  80’s,  games  of  chance  like  Faro  and 
Poker  were  often  in  saloons  and  gaming  halls.  The  need  for  more  chips  brought  about 
manufacturers  to  produce  special  marked  chips  of  clay  composition  with  varying  designs  and  pictures.  Around  1 900,  chips 
called  “Crest  &  Seal”  were  made.  They  are  a  smooth  chip  and  the  manufacturers  were  offering  them  with  initials,  logos, 
and  pictures  in  the  center  -  called  the  “inlay.”  Chips  with  initials  usually  represented  the  person  who  owned  the  table  and 
ran  the  game  in  a  business.  The  nicer  clubs  or  saloons  put  their  names  and  logos  on  the  chips.  Soon  after  1900,  many 
other  companies  were  marketing  chips  with  their  gaming  paraphernalia,  such  as  dice,  card  dealing  shoes,  card  cutters, 
table  layouts,  etc.  The  distributors  would  take  a  special  order  for  chips,  but  often  even  though  the  club  name  was  on  them, 
the  chips  were  not  always  stamped  with  a  location.  Many  chips  were  just  gold  hot  stamped  and  of  less  quality.  Finding 
out  where  chips  were  used  is  part  of  the  challenge  and  fun  of  collecting. 

Many  states  were  not  used  to  this  new  gaming  business  but  soon  found  interest  as  the  games  were  generating  money  for 
them  via  licenses  and  taxes.  In  the  states  that  were  okay  with  gambling,  it  was  not  uncommon  for  the  local  sheriff  to  issue 
the  license  for  that  county.  However,  in  most  states,  the  gaming  had  to  be  done  under  the  radar.  Another  area  of  collecting 
is  chips  from  these  illegal  clubs  run  by  the  likes  of  Al  Capone,  Bugsy  Siegel,  Meyer  Lansky  and  other  “gangsters.”  Gambling 
fit  right  in  with  these  business  men  of  the  day,  as  they  were  bootlegging  booze,  and  the  clubs  and  casinos  needed  that  too 
during  prohibition.  It  is  known  that  law  enforcement  was  often  on  the  take  and  turned  a  blind  eye  to  this  illegal  gambling. 

When  they  weren’t,  clubs  would  get  raided,  chips  and  machines  destroyed,  and  patrons  arrested.  The  owners  of  the  games 
would  then  move  to  another  backroom  location. 

Early  gambling  clubs  stretched  from  Saratoga,  New  York  down  to  Miami  Beach,  Florida  and  to  Galveston,  Texas  where 

there  were  a  lot  of  ritzy  establishments.  The  Floridian  Casino  in  Miami  Beach  was 
not  on  the  main  floor  but  instead  on  the  4th  floor  of  the  hotel,  1929-  30,  and  not 
mentioned  in  a  hotel  brochure  of  that  period.  The  Floridian  chips  are  some  of  the 
nicest  looking  chips  of  the  Crest  and  Seal  type.  Decommissioned  military  ships 
were  re-outfitted  and  made  lavish  for  the  richer  Hollywood  and  Los  Angeles  pa¬ 
trons  in  the  30’s.  At  one  time  nearly  a  dozen  ships  were  stationed  3  miles  off  the 
coast  of  Long  Beach  and  Santa  Monica  in  International  waters.  Not  everyone  ap¬ 
proved  of  what  was  happening  at  sea,  and  the  new  Attorney  General-turned-Gov- 
ernor,  Earl  Warren  decided  to  do  something  about  it.  Tony  Cornero  fought  the  law 
but  his  taxi  boat  captains  were  arrested,  stranding  gamblers  for  days  at  sea.  Ta¬ 
bles,  machines,  and  chips  were  thrown  in  the  ocean  during  these  raids.  Chips 
still  exist,  mainly  saved  from  Tony’s  two  popular  ships  the  S.  S.  Rex  and  S.S 
Tango,  (see  pic. 3)  Tony  Cornero  then  went  to  Downtown  Las  Vegas  to  open  a  new  casino,  the  S.S.  Rex  from  1945  to  46. 
Unfortunately  for  him,  he  was  unsuccessful  and  went  out  of  business.  At  this  location  on  Fremont  St.  is  the  more  famous  Bin- 
ion’s  Horseshoe.

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In  Nevada,  gambling  was  outlawed  in  1910,  but  the  brutal  economic  realities  of  the  Great  Depression  changed  the  minds  of 
citizens  and  politicians.  Though  poker  was  played  in  back  rooms  during  the  twenties,  gambling  was  legalized  once  again  statewide 
on  March  1 9,  1 931 .  In  addition  to  the  fledgling  casino  industry,  Nevada  was  selected  as  the  site  for  a  huge  government  project:  Boulder 
Dam.  Thousands  of  laborers  came  to  the  valley  to  work,  drink,  and  spend  money.  Small  clubs  and  bars  opened  up  and  down  the  Boulder 
Highway,  outside  the  city  limits,  as  Boulder  City  was  built  as  a  government  town  to  build  the  dam  and  gaming  still  is  illegal. 

Boulder  Highway  connects  to  Fremont  Street  downtown  Las  Vegas  where  western-themed  casinos  sprang  up  on  every  corner 
taking  over  many  businesses.  Located  just  before  the  highway  becomes  Fremont  Street  was  a  plush  resort  named  The  Meadows. 
Built  in  1 931  by  Tony  Cornero,  the  idea  of  a  carpet  joint  instead  of  the  sawdust  style  joints  was  way  ahead  of  its  time.  Las  Vegas 
just  wasn’t  big  enough  to  make  this  expensive  place  profitable.  The  Meadows  hotel  caught  fire  and  was  sold.  Oddly  no  chips 
have  ever  been  found  from  here.  Some  of  the  earliest  clubs  on  and  around  Fremont  Street  were:  Northern  Club,  Silver  Club,  21 
Club,  Big  4,  Frontier  Club,  Las  Vegas  Club  and  Boulder  Club;  which  advertised  opening  in  1929.  The  Northern  was  issued  the 
first  license,  and  to  a  woman.  Although  one  of  the  larger  casinos 
with  a  hotel,  so  far  no  chips  have  been  found.  Chips  are  known 
from  the  Silver  Club,  21 ,  Big  4,  Frontier,  Boulder  and  Las  Vegas 
Club.  This  era  mostly  had  the  gold  hot  stamped  chips,  with  no 
town  location  printed  on  the  chips. 


The  Vegas  “Strip”  was  not  quite  as  the  movie  “Bugsy”  depicted  with 
nothing  South  of  town  but  tumbleweeds,  and  a  piece  of  land  to  build 
The  Flamingo.  There  were  small  clubs,  or  restaurants  with  some 

gaming  already  open.  Names  like  Pair-  O  -  Dice,  Bon  Aire  Club,  Players  Club,  Grace  Hayes  Lodge  were  a  few.  The  El  Rancho  Vegas, 

a  few  miles  down  the  strip  opened  1 941  as  a  resort  and  casino,  with 
a  hotel.  This  was  a  popular  destination  with  the  California  crowd  and 
thrived  until  a  mysterious  fire  leveled  it  in  1 960.  The  E!  Rancho  was 
never  rebuilt.  This  casino  put  many  chips  into  play  and  many  are 
out  to  collect.  The  Hotel  Last  Frontier  followed  in  1 942  as  a  west¬ 
ern-  themed  hotel  and  Western  Village. 

It  wasn’t  long  before  investors  saw  the  great  opportunity  Ne¬ 
vada  had  to  offer  and  opened  businesses  in  Vegas,  Tahoe,  and 
Reno.  The  small  towns  had  locals  running  gaming  throughout 
Nevada  mining  and  ranching  towns.  Larger  casinos  were  built  and  players  like  Howard  Hughes  racked  up  ownership  of  many. 
Names  like  The  Sands,  Riviera,  Dunes,  Silver  Slipper  and  Landmark  are  all  gone  but  the  chips  they  left  remain  very  collectible. 
The  strip  casinos  offered  some  of  the  nicest  chips  with  pictures  of  the  buildings,  an  image  of  a  Sultan,  and  great  logos;  making 
some  the  most  sought  after  of  chips. 

As  chips  were  made  to  be  played  with,  the  edges  began  to  wear,  and  about  every  couple  of  years  they  needed  to  be  replaced. 
The  obsolete  chips  were  then  thrown  in  Lake  Mead  or  pulverized  by  a  machine.  This  with  the  fact  that  $5  was  a  lot  of  money  in 
the  50’s,  and  these  casinos  were  not  nearly  as  big  as  today,  gives  a  picture  of  how  scarce  chips  can  be,  as  not  as  many  were 
saved.  Chips  were  not  made  to  be  collected,  but  some  people  made  them  into  great  souvenirs.  Not  all  casinos  had  $1  chips. 
Many  used  silver  dollars  until  1965  when  the  Franklin  Mint  issued  gaming  tokens. 


To  honor  the  rare  Las  Vegas  chips  and  casinos,  my  co-author  Steve  Wells  and  I  are  working  on  a  new  full  color,  hardback 
coffee  table  quality  book  “100  Greatest  Las  Vegas  Casino  Chips.”  From  1999  to  2008,  we  authored  4  editions  of  The 
Official  U  S.  Casino  Chip  Price  Guide.”  We,  along  with  fellow  collectors  and  authors  of  the  “Chip  Rack’’  price  guides,  will 
display  chips  at  the  upcoming  FUN  show  in  January  for  the  first  time.  We  are  excited  to  be  part  of  the  coin  show  and  hope 
collectors  will  stop  to  talk,  or  better  yet,  maybe  bring  in  a  favorite  chip  or  two  to  show  us.  There  will  be  a  club  table  for  our  Casino 
Chip  &  Gaming  Token  Collectors  Club  as  well.  If  you  are  not  a  member,  please  inquire,  as  our  club  has  a  great  bunch  of  collectors 
and  puts  out  a  quality  quarterly  magazine

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Pre-1857  Collecting: 

Friends  From  South  of  the  Border

It  has  been  noted  numerous  times  that  prior  to  the  year  1 857,  foreign  coins  circulated  freely  in  a  grow¬ 
ing  United  States,  and  were  used  in  everyday  transactions.  That  meant  those  of  Spanish  colonial 
Mexico  for  the  most  part,  then  those  coins  of  Mexico  after  their  War  of  Independence. 

Spain  pounded  out  a  lot  of  silver  coins  between  1 776  and  the  Mexican  War  of  Independence.  Indeed, 
Mexico  and  lands  farther  south  had  been  producing  silver  for  centuries  by  the  time  our  own  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  got  underway  -  the  Mint  in  Mexico  City  had  gotten  started  all  the  way  back  in  1535.  And 
all  that  simply  qualifies  as  early  chapters  in  a  much  longer,  larger  story,  since  Mexico,  Bolivia,  and 
Peru  continue  to  be  major  producers  of  silver  today.  Easy  proof  can  be  found  in  an  annual  document 
produced  by  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey,  called  the  “Mineral  Commodity  Summaries,”  which  cites  that 
in  201 4  the  United  States  produced  1 ,1 70  metric  tons  of  silver,  and  that  Mexico  produced  4,700  metric 
tons.  Apparently,  the  flow  of  silver  from  Mexico  is  far  from  over. 

Back  in  1776  though,  Mexican  silver  was  being  mined  for  Spain.  The  denominations  into  which  it  was 
coined  were  the  big  8  reales  pieces,  as  well  as  the  4  reales,  the  2  reales,  the  1  reale,  and  the  little  Vz 
reale  coins.  And  while  these  circulated  in  Spanish  colonial  lands,  as  well  as  in  Spain,  they  also  circu¬ 
lated  in  the  U.S.  -  and  even  in  the  port  cities  of  China  and  elsewhere  on  the  Pacific  rim. 

For  anyone  thinking  of  assembling  a  set  of  Spanish  colonial  silver  that  might  have  circulated  in 
the  young  United  States,  it’s  worth  noting  that  Charles  III  reigned  from  1759  -  1788.  That  translates 
into  a  lot  of  dates,  if  we  want  a  full,  entire  date  run.  But  a  single  type  coin  with  the  monarch’s  image 
won’t  be  too  expensive.  Even  a  type  set,  from  the  8  reales  down  to  the  Vz  reale  piece,  will  not  cost  all 
that  much. 

Following  that  reign  came  none  other  than  that  of  Charles  IV,  who  was  on  the  Spanish  throne 
from  1788  until  1808,  when  he  was  forced  to  abdicate.  While  the  abdication  of  kings  can  be  strange, 
sometimes  thrilling  stories,  perhaps  the  most  important  aspect  of  Charles’ time  for  us  collectors  is  that 
he  is  the  Spanish  monarch  who  reigned  during  a  time  that  overlapped  with  the  establishment  of  a  fed¬ 
eral  system  in  the  United  States.  And  while  any  silver  coin  of  the  US  that  is  dated  before  1800  gen¬ 
erally  is  costly,  be  it  a  big  silver  dollar,  or  the  rather  tiny  half  dime,  the  coins  of  the  Spanish  colonies 
south  of  us  were  usually  made  in  large  enough  quantities  that  they  are  affordable  today.  Yes,  examples 
in  mint  state  grades  can  be  costly,  but  pieces  with  a  bit  of  wear  on  them  usually  cost  less  than  $50. 
Even  the  big  8  reales  coins  often  cost  less  than  $100. 

Following  Charles  IV,  it  was  Ferdinand  VII  who  took  the  throne  -  and  who  was  quickly  deposed 
by  Napoleon  as  he  pressed  his  imperial  claims  on  the  Iberian  peninsula.  But  apparently  even  depo¬ 
sitions  don’t  last  forever,  as  Ferdinand  eventually  got  his  job  back,  and  reigned  from  1813  -  1833. 
Plistorians  generally  claim  he  did  a  pretty  lousy  job  of  it,  and  in  the  process  weakened  Spain  quite  a 
bit. 

But  these  two  decades  of  Ferdinand’s  reign  become  important  for  two  reasons.  First,  as  collectors 
we  can  claim  that  this  is  when  the  United  States  Mint  produced  some  of  the  first  hefty  mintages  of 
silver  coins.  They  are  often  half  dollars,  since  President  Jefferson  had  stopped  silver  dollar  production 
in  1 804.  But  we  at  last  have  some  United  States  silver  that  could  be  added  inexpensively  to  a  growing 
set  of  coins  that  were  used  in  the  U.S.,  but  that  were  foreign  in  origin.  For  example,  several  of  the 
Capped  Bust  half  dollars  are  available  in  grades  such  as  VF-20  or  even  EF-40  for  $100  to  perhaps 
$300.  Several  of  the  Capped  Bust  quarters,  dimes,  and  half  dimes  fall  into  roughly  the  same  price 
range.  And  these  coins  were  essentially  the  US  equivalent  to  the  4  reales,  the  2  reales,  the  1  reale, 
and  the  Vz  reale  of  the  day.

Second,  this  span  of  time  saw  the  Mexican  Revolution,  and  thus  the  end  of  the  Spanish  colonial  8 
reales  monetary  system.  In  its  place  arose  what  are  called  the  Cap  and  Ray  dollars  of  Mexico.  The 
“8  R”  value  is  still  on  the  new  coins,  but  the  liberty  cap,  surrounded  by  rays  of  a  shining  sun,  indicated 
to  everyone  that  Spain’s  rule  in  Mexico  had  ended.  This  design  has  become  amazingly  well  known, 
as  it  was  used  at  all  the  Mexican  mints  until  the  late  1890’s,  and  was  even  used  after  that  time  with 
“Un  Peso”  where  the  traditional  “8  R”  had  been. 


While  collectors  of  this  series  may  be  fewer  than  for  some  others,  they  can  be  no  less  passionate,  as 
production  ended  up  spanning  seven  decades,  and  there  are  numerous  common  dates  within  the  se¬ 
ries.  There  are  also  several  different  mint  marks  from  which  to  choose.  All  added  up,  the  Cap  and 
Ray  series  becomes  so  large  that  very  few  collectors  are  able  to  put  together  even  all  of  the  affordable 
pieces.  But  it  can  be  a  fun  challenge  to  try. 

Alongside  these  new  Mexican  pieces  can  go  some  of  the  Seated  Liberty  coinage  of  the  expanding 
United  States.  This  is  a  series  with  which  many  collectors  are  familiar.  The  silver  dollars  can  be  rather 
expensive,  but  most  of  the  smaller  denominations  have  dates  prior  to  1 857  that  can  be  quite  affordable 
in  the  already-mentioned  grades  of  VF-20  and  EF-40.  And  both  of  those  grades  can  still  have  some 
serious  eye  appeal. 


When  looked  at  as  a  whole,  the  pre-1857  coins  from  south  of  the  border  might  really  flesh  out  any  set 
of  coins  that  we  can  say  circulated  in  the  young,  growing  United  States.

U.  S.  Counterfeit  and  Forged  Coins  : 
Objectives  and  Techniques  -  Part  2

Counterfeiting  and 
Forgery  Techniques 

Cast  Counterfeit 

Without  doubt,  cast  counterfeiting  was 
the  original  and  most  widespread  tech¬ 
niques  for  making  illicit  coinage.  The 
prime  reason,  of  course,  was  the  sim¬ 
plistic  methods  that  could  be  used  to 
make  cast  counterfeits  as  compared  to 
producing  the  die  struck  counterfeits. 
Moreover,  since  the  process  usually 
employs  a  genuine  coin  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  a  mold,  such  fakes  were 
more  likely  to  resemble  legitimate 
coins  than  those  struck  from  dies. 
Some  basic  techniques  used  in  cast 
counterfeiting  are  as  follows: 

Cast  Counterfeits  Made  in  Molds  of 
Plaster,  Lead,  Type  or  Fusible  Metal: 

It  is  quite  certain  that  in  ancient  times, 
sand  and  mud  were  utilized  to  create 
molds  because  of  their  ready  availabil¬ 
ity  and  ease  for  use.  The  folowing  de¬ 
scription,  obtained  from  Riddle’s  book 
on  counterfeit  dollars  and  half  dollars  is 
quite  representative  of  the  technique 
used  for  centuries.  “A  complete  plaster 
cast  is  taken  from  a  legitimate  coin 
after  the  manner  in  which  Stereo-typ¬ 
ing  is  performed.  The  plaster  cast  is 
moderately  baked  and  adjusted  into  a 
mold,  into  which  alloy  of  lead,  antimony 
(ie:  analogous  to  type  metal)  is  poured 
in  a  melted  state.  When  cold,  the  cast 
is  removed,  finished  up  and  nicely  sil¬ 
vered  over  either  with  a  silver  wash  or 
coating.” 

This  techniquqe  and  varieties  was  the 
prime  counterfeiting  process.  How¬ 
ever,  the  advent  of  machine  struck 
coinage  caused  a  significant  decrease 
in  cast  counterfeits  in  the  17-1 9th  cen¬ 
turies.  This  was  because  cast  counter¬ 
feits  failed  to  produce  the  perfect 
edges,  well  struck  designs,  and  flat 
fields  which  were  fashioned  by  the 
modern  die  coining  process.  Just 
when  cast  counterfeiting  was  being 
written  off  as  a  counterfeiting  technqiue 
it  enjoyed  a  renaissance  when  a  new 
process  was  created  which  yielded  a 
truer  facsimile. 

Centrifugal  (or  Lost  Wax)  Cast 
Counterfeiting  Technique:  Using  two 
halves  of  a  rubber  mold,  obverse  and 


reverse  impressions  are  taken  of  a 
genuine  coin.  From  the  mold,  one  or 
more  wax  models,  each  with  wax 
sprigs  attached,  are  produced  and  the 
entire  assemblage  is  placed  in  a  metal 
cup  filled  with  plaster  of  Paris.  The 
plaster  covers  the  model  but  not  the 
upper  part  of  the  sprigs.  After  it  has 
hardened  the  cup  is  heated,  causing 
the  wax  to  run  along  the  chambers  left 
by  the  sprigs.  The  end  result  is  an  ex¬ 
cellent  mold  for  making  a  counterfeit 
coin.  This  mold  is  then  placed  on  one 
end  of  the  arm  of  a  centrifuge.  The 
other  end  holds  a  vat  of  molten  metal 
connected  to  the  mold  by  a  duct. 
When  the  centrifuge  is  activated,  its 
arms  rotate  and  centrifugal  force 
pushes  the  hot  metal  along  the  duct 
into  the  plaster  molds.  The  application 
of  centrifugal  force  is  the  key  factor  in 
this  casting  process,  as  it  increases  the 
density  of  the  counterfeit  coin,  with  de¬ 
tails  made  clearer  by  the  pressure  ap¬ 
plied.  Then  the  centrifuge  is  switched 
off,  the  mold  removed  and  a  remark¬ 
able  persuative  counterfeit  coin  is  pro¬ 
duced. 

As  sophisticated  and  effective  as  this 
casting  technique  is,  other  improved 
methods  have  been  discovered  for 
forging  coins,  so  that  cast  counterfeits, 
even  with  the  centrifugal  process, 
seem  to  be  on  the  decline. 

The  casting  method  is  now  used  only 
for  bullion  coins,  not  circulating  ones. 

Die  Struck  Counterfeit 

Die  struck  counterfiets  have  never 
been  as  numerous  as  cast  ones  be¬ 
cause  it  is  much  easier  to  make  a  cast 
mold  than  to  hand  engrave  a  die.  At 
best,  hand  engraving  a  die  is  a  very  la¬ 
borious  process.  The  early  counter¬ 
feiter  had  to  examine  a  detail  on  the 
genuine  coin  and  try  to  replicate  detail 
by  detail  on  the  die  he  was  creating. 
Inevitably  the  engraver  would  make 
mistakes  His  only  hope  was  that  the 
mistakes  weren’t  too  dicernible  by  the 
scrutinizer  of  his  wares.  Die  struck 
counterfeit  were  common  in  medieval 
and  modern  times  because  in  that  pe¬ 
riod  flat,  thin  coinage  of  simple  designs 
could  readily  be  copied  in  this  fashion. 
Counterfeiters  continued  to  strike  from 
surreptitious  dies  until  this  century. 

In  my  analysis  of  die  struck  counterfeit 


half  dollaars  using  Riddle’s  book  and 
the  personal  collection  of  a  fellow 
BHNC  member,  it  is  quite  apparent  that 
the  engravers  had  the  most  difficulty 
with  the  facial  features  of  the  Bust  Half 
Liberty  Head.  This  was  most  pro¬ 
nounced  in  the  nose  of  the  Liberty 
which  few  were  able  to  master.  There 
is  one  remarkable  exception  on  record. 
This  is  the  1833  half  dollar  with  both 
obverse  and  revere  dies  so  perfectly 
executed  that  they  could  not  have  been 
made  in  any  other  manner  than  by  hav¬ 
ing  the  devices  hubbed  in  from  genuine 
United  States  Mint  matrixes.  However, 
this  may  ot  be  that  unusual,  as  the  U.S. 
Mint  did  not  exercise  rigid  control  on 
used  dies.  Until  recently  mint  dies  for 
coins  of  various  denominations  have 
passed  through  the  open  market,  often 
advertised  for  sale  in  the  legitimate  nu¬ 
mismatic  press. 

Die  struck  counterfeits  are  no  longer 
considered  a  problem  in  this  day  and 
age.  On  the  other  hand,  the  die  struck 
forgery  is  alive  and  well  today.  While 
creating  good  forgeries  may  require 
new,  expensive  equipment  and  sophis¬ 
ticated  techniques,  forgers  have  dis¬ 
covered  that  the  profits  to  be  made 
more  than  compensate  for  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  time  and  money. 

Die  Struck  Forgeries 

There  are  several  well-known  tech¬ 
niques  and  processes  that  utilize  die 
struck  principles  to  create  high  quality 
copies  of  rare  and  valuable  coins. 
They  are  as  follows: 

Explosive  Impact  Copying:  This 
technique  originally  evolved  by  press¬ 
ing  an  actual  coin  into  a  warm  piece  of 
steel  to  make  an  incise  impression 
which  could  then  be  tempered  into  an 
actual  die.  If  the  coin  was  not  made 
more  renitent  than  the  die  blank,  it 
would  have  a  tendency  to  spread  at  the 
moment  of  impact,  producing  an  en¬ 
larged  and  ill-defined  impression.  Re¬ 
cently  techniques  to  overcome  this 
spreading  using  a  detonating  capsule 
have  been  developed.  The  capsule 
drives  the  press  by  means  of  an  ex¬ 
ploding  force.  Since  the  time  that 
elapses  between  the  impact  and  im¬ 
pression  is  thus  reduced  from  millisec¬ 
onds  to  micro-seconds  (1  millionth  of  a 
second),  the  spreading  does  not  have

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time  to  take  place.  A  die  made  by  ex¬ 
plosive  impact  copying  will  show  all  the 
diagnostic  marks  of  the  die  that  pro¬ 
duced  the  original.  Its  detail  will  be  a 
little  weaker  because  it  has  been  twice 
transferred  and  the  spreading  effect, 
though  negligible,  will  be  slightly  visi¬ 
ble.  The  quality  of  the  forged  item  will 
be  extremely  high  and  difficult  to  detect 
except  by  expert  authenticators. 

Actually  the  prime  detection  method  for 
high  quality  forgeries  is  by  replicating 
the  original  coin  diagnostics  used  to 
make  the  forged  dies.  Authentications 
verify  the  forgery  by  looking  for  the  di¬ 
agnoses  that  were  on  the  genuine  coin 
used  in  the  process. 

Electrical  Discharge  Machine  (EDM): 

The  EDM  technique,  also  referred  to  as 
the  spark  erosion  method,  produces 
forged  coins  by  passing  a  series  of  elec¬ 
trical  discharges  or  sparks  over  and 
through  the  surface  of  the  model  or  gen¬ 
uine  coin.  These  sparks  jump  a  small 
gap  and  etch  the  design  onto  the  surface 
of  a  blank  piece  of  steel  which  then  be¬ 
comes  the  forger’s  die.  This  process 
produces  dies  with  a  granular  surface, 
the  result  of  the  erratic  movement  of  the 
spark  as  it  bridges  the  gap  between  the 
model  coin  and  the  steel  blank.  The 
fields  of  the  counterfeit  dies  are  usually 
polished  smooth  creating  a  visible  con¬ 
trast  with  the  granular  texture  of  the  coin 
design  areas.  In  addition  to  the  granular 
texture  of  the  coin  design  surfaces,  the 
edges  of  the  EDM  forgeries  are  very 
sharp,  squared  off,  and  proof-like,  unlike 
a  normally  struck  coin. 

Collectors  not  trained  to  recognize  the  di¬ 
agnostics  of  EDM  forgeries  may  find  the 
eye  appeal  of  these  bogus  coins  very 
pleasing,  as  the  contrasting  field  and  de¬ 
sign  areas  produce  a  frosty,  almost 
proof-like  appearance.  The  un-initiated 
collector  will  be  favorably  impressed  by 
the  high  quality  and  characteristics  of 
these  bogus  coins. 

Altered  Coins 

Prior  to  the  1900’s,  altered  coins  were 
primarily  coins  modified  in  order  to  in¬ 
crease  the  apparent  intrinsic  value  of  the 
coin.  A  favorite  trick  was  drilling  a  hole  in 
the  side  of  a  gold  piece  and  scooping  out 
the  gold  from  the  interior  and  replacing  it 
with  an  alloy  of  metals  equal  in  weight  to 
the  amount  of  gold  removed.  After  the 
early  1900’s,  altered  coins  were  directed 
to  tne  high  value  collector  type  coins. 
Favorite  alterations  were  the  adding  of 
mint  marks,  changing  dates,  and  other 


similar  tricks  which  resulted  in  a  common 
date  coin  being  converted  to  mint  vari¬ 
eties  and  high  value  items.  Some  coins 
favored  by  alterers  were  the  1 856  flying 
eagle  cent.  1 799-1 840  large  cents,  1 877 
indian  cent,  1909  VDB  lincoln  cent,  1922 
No  D-mint  mark  cent,  1943  copper  cent, 
1913  liberty  nickel  and  numerous  silver 
dollars. 

You  can  rest  assured  that  any  key  date 
or  variety  with  high  numismatic  value  has 
been  replicated  from  a  common  date 
coin  by  our  extremely  proficient  modern- 
age  counterfeiters.  Mint  marks  are 
added  and  deleted  with  amazing  profi¬ 
ciency  and  the  same  applies  to  date  al¬ 
ternatives.  The  best  advice  and  safest 
approach  when  purchasing  any  rare  coin 
is  to  have  authentication  by  a  knowl¬ 
edgeable  individual  or  by  an  authentica¬ 
tion  service  as  provided  by  the  ANA. 

Electrotype 

Last  but  not  least  to  be  addressed  here 
are  bogus  coins  made  by  an  electroplat¬ 
ing  process.  This  technique  was  used 
extensively  in  the  late  19th  and  early 
20th  century  period.  This  process  pro¬ 
duced  faithful  reproductions  at  modest 
prices.  The  process  is  explained  below. 

A  negative  cast  of  each  side  of  the  coin 
was  prepared  from  wax  or  plaster  of 
Paris.  The  casts  were  coated  with  a  thin 
layer  of  graphite  in  the  electroplating 
stage.  The  negative  cast  was  attached 
to  copper  leads  and  immersed  in  an 
electroplating  solution  of  acidic  copper 
sulfate.  The  negative  casts  served  as 
cathodes  with  a  sheet  of  electrolytic 
dopper  as  the  anode.  A  weak  electrical 
current  sent  through  the  solution  caused 
the  copper  to  leave  the  anode  surface 
and  reappear  on  the  athode.  The 
process  continued  until  the  copper  dep¬ 
osition  was  thick  and  rigid.  The  negative 
casts  were  detached  and  the  copper 
shells,  each  of  which  was  virtually  perfect 
reproduction  of  one  side  of  the  original 
coin,  were  cleaned,  strengthened,  and 
soldered  together.  Then  the  electrotype 
was  a  completed  product,  unless  the 
coin  being  copied  was  gold  or  silver,  in 
which  case  the  electrotype  would  be 
plated  with  the  proper  surface. 

Electrotypes  are  no  longer  created  for 
sale  to  today’s  collectors  because  of  their 
high  cost  and  time  consuming  process. 
It  nas  been  authoritatively  stated  that 
many  of  the  numerous  varieties  in  muse¬ 
ums  and  institutions  are  high  quality 
electrotypes  and  not  the  genuine  coins 
they  replicate. 


It  wouldn’t  be  commendable  policy  to 
discuss  counterfeit  and  forgery  tech¬ 
niques  without  addressing  recom¬ 
mended  detection  procedures.  The 
detection  of  modern  die  struck  forgeries 
can  usually  be  effected  only  by  special 
authentication  agencies  such  as  the  ANA 
established  for  that  purpose.  In  addition, 
the  present  grading  services  such  as 
PCGS  and  NGC  also  provide  authenti¬ 
cation  services.  Some  of  the  collector 
tools  which  can  be  used  in  a  self  analysis 
process  are  as  follows: 

•  Visual  examination  and  memory 

which  basically  equates  to  experience. 
The  more  coins  you  examine  and  ana¬ 
lyze,  the  greater  becomes  your  skill  in 
detection  and  authentication. 

•  Tactile  examinations  ---  is  the  weight 
right?  Does  it  feel  lighter  than  other 
specimens?  Does  it  feel  right  or  is  it 
greasy  to  the  touch?  Hold  the  coin  tight- 
tly  in  your  hand,  if  it  warms  rapidly  it  may 
have  been  cast  from  lead.  Does  it  sound 
right?  Balance  a  gold  or  silver  coin  on 
your  finger  and  tap  it  with  a  pencil.  It 
should  emit  a  long  rich  tone,  a  flat  tone 
tells  you  beware.  Edge  examination  is 
critical,  especially  on  cast  counterfeits, 
check  reeding,  and  for  abnormal  seams 
etc. 

All  in  all,  fake  detection  is  a  skill  devel¬ 
oped  only  with  extensive  experience. 
When  in  doubt  refer  either  to  an  expert 
authenticator  or  service.  The  phrase 
buyer  beware  reigns  supreme  in  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  high  value  numismatic  items.
